Early plans showed a light rail 
station being placed at the rear of 
campus between the south parking 
lot and Highway 50. But this plan 
fizzled and the track now runs on 
the south side of Highway 50 witha 
station at 65th Street between the 
highway and Folsom Boulevard. So 
once more, light rail service directly 
onto campus is in the planning stage 

Those plans show a direct line 
leaving the 65th Street station for 
campus. The line would terminate 
at the fourth or fifth floor of the 
pianned parking garage behind the 
music building 

According to Charles Hines, 
assistant to CSUS Vice President 
Robert Bess, the track would leave 
the 6Sth Street station and head 
along Elvas Avenue, elevate to cross 
the Southern Pacific railroad tracks, 
and connect to an upper level of the 
parking garage. Hines says the major 
hurdles keeping this plan in the 
“conceptual, pipe dream” stage are 
money and right of way. Ata cost of 
$9.6 million per mile of track, the 
plan is at this time subordinate to a

deliver riders from the 65th Street 
station to campus. The routes tar- 
geted to perform the service are 26, 
34,81, 82, 86 and 87. Hines says the 
buses could possibly stop by the sta- 
tion every 10 to 15 minutes during 
peak hours. The lights of Hornet 
Stadium are easily visible from the 
Station, and with a valid transfer or 
ticket, riders will be able to board a 
city bus to campus 

During a visit to a Journalism 
1 30 class earlier this semester, Mayor 
Anne Rudin expressed her support 
for light rail service to campus, 
either directly or through the RT 
bus plan to heip alleviate traffi. ond 
parking problems 

Michael Wiley, RT press spo- 
kesman, also reveaied conceptual 
plans for “punching a tunnel under 
the S.P. main line for foot traffic 
The tunnel would surface some- 
where near the tennis courts.” Wiley 
said RT would assist the schvuol with 
design, but CSUS alone would bear 
the cost of that project

Last year, when the Sacramenio 
Cable Foundation made $7,500 
available in the form of a grant to 
CSUS University Media Services, 
director Spencer Freund knew just 
how to use the money 

Freund proposed bringing six 
on-campus events directly to the 
community live via the community 
access cable channel, channei 18 
He dubbed the project “Fanfare.” 

Producer/director of Fanfare 
\lian Hinderstein commented, “I 
think this campus is one of the best 
kept secrets in Sacramento. There's 
a lot of neat thangs that happen here 
and a lot of people are not aware of 
ihe resource.” 

The purpose of the project is to 
demonstrate and explore what kind 
of programming the CSUS campus 
mught cablecast locally 

So far, four of the six projects 
have been done, and with great suc- 
cess. Events covered have included 
a faculty panel discussion titled, “Is 
California Stull Leading the Way?”: 
an acting workshop for high school 
students by the drama department 
on the Moliere acting style: a ball- 
room dance workshop, and a key- 
note speaker for Women’s History 
Month

he project will be evaluated in 
terms of ume, effort and resources 
above and beyond the grant money 
versus the returns it yielded in the 
form of increased awareness and 
interest in Campus activities. With 
the project two-thirds finished and 
operaung well within the budget, 1 
appears to be working. If it is indeed 
successful, the experience gained 
during Fanfare would provide a 
workbook for future projects of this 
nature 

Under the direction of Hindez- 
stein, all the projects are handled by 
the UMS staff, student interns and 
any other students who seek the 
expenence and have the background 
and certification necessary 


Between the very active CSUS 
music and drama departments, ihe 
Visiting Scholars program and the 
upcomung 40th Anniversary of CSUS 
celebration, there are many events 
occurring on campus. 


The events for the Fanfare pro- 
ject have been chosen because they 
lend themselves particularly well to 


responses in English, allowing the 
audience to easily follow the action. 

Director Manuei Jose Pickett 
translated the play from Spanish to 
the combined Spanish/English 
Chicano version.

Pickett said there is no real prob- 
lem producing a bilingual play.

Whom will education serve? 

More than one-third of a// youth in California, and up to 80 percent of 
Third World youth in many urban centers fail to graduate from high 
schoo! 

Thirteen percent of all 17-year-olds, 44 percent of all black adolescents 
and 56 percent of Chicano/ Latino adolescents in the United States are lefi 
funcuonally slliterate by a deteriorating public school system 

Enrollment of black students in four-year Califorma colleges dropped 
17 percent between 1980 and 1984. Chicano student enroliment fell by

U:S. Secretary of Education, William Bennett, the Reagan administra- 
tion and Governor Deukmejian seem to be concerned about making sure 
there is a “cream of the crop” to fill the technical and managerial (and 
political) needs of the economy 

Access to higher education is being rapudly shut off The transfer rate 
from community colleges to universities is only five percent and dropping 
Colleges — particularly in Third World communities — are being closed 

Al universities and private colleges costs are going up, while financial 
aid shrivels. Admissions standards are going up, while the capability of 
public schools to prepare students adequately is declining. Commitment to 
affirmative action is fading while Third World populations in California 
are growing. Education today reflects and helps to reproduce a society 
made up of a small number of “haves” and mass of “have nots.” 

This crisis in education is not inevitabie, and it is not as complicated as 
some policymakers would have people think. It is simply a matter of 
priorities 

Twenty-nine perceni of Reagan's budget goes to the military —only 
1.5 percent is allotted for education. The amount of money it takes to 
design, build, and test one Trideni nuclear missile could fund the entire Los 
Angeles Unified School District (the second largest school district in the 
nation) for one full year 

Deukmejian faithfully follows the Reagan agenda. California 1s the 
worst state in the nation in per-student spending for education and in 
studeat/teacher ratios, And Deukmeyian is proposing massive cuts in the 
education budget 

Locally, the Sacramento Unified School District is projecting a 
$7 million cut in their budget. This would result in the elimination of 
Countless special education programs such as Native American education 
and GATE. 

The governor also vetoed an extension of bilingual education funding 
last fall. He imposed tuition for the first time in history on community 
college studenis. 

But despite all this, the belief that education 1s a right, not a privilege, 
has survived. Today there are sparks of a potenually explosive movement 
to win that right 

The March on Sacramento will declare to policymakers and the public 
that peopic will not be denied their basic right to a quality, relevant 
education.

Copperfield gives more abracadabra per ounce

Magic has been baffling and mystifying audiences 
for thousands of years. Because of this, magicians have 
become popular entertainers. 

Stars such as Harry Houdini and Thurston and 
more recently Doug Henning, Kirby Van Burch and 
David Copperfield have kept this tradition alive, 

Copperfield brought his brand of showmanship to 
Sacramento recently with two sold-out shows at the 
Community Center and there was very little to com- 
plain about. 

The show was a fast-paced one, with a lot of humor 
and comedy routines combined with the difficult to 
describe illusions. This is Copperfield’s main asset: he 
can be funny without losing respect for the illusions he 
performs. 

Copperfield aiso uses a unique blend of music that is 
appealing to all ages to set the tone for his various tricks. 

Audience participation is another factor that keeps 
Copperfield at Live forefront of the magic business. One 
of the more baffling tricks involved an audience partic- 
ipant aiding Copperfield with a form of mind reading. 

A lady was selected from the audieace by having a 
rose tossed three times. The person it landed by, on the 
final toss, was the participant brought on stage. 

Copperfield asked the lady to answer various ques- 
tions. He then explained to the audience that he had a 
vision before the show and had written his answers to 
the questions on a covered chalkboard that was sus 
pended in the middle of the stage 


When he had finished with the lady, he proceeded 


to the chalkboard and pulled the cover off. Underneath 
were the almost identical answers to those that the lady 
had given 

Other illusions were more spectacular including his 
“Table of Death,” an iflusion called “On the Edge” 
where Copperfield is placed on a spear and has it come 
out from the center of his body. 

The show ended with an illusion that brought the 
audience to its feet in awe and amazement. 

Copperfield and two female assistants danced 
around an illusion to the song “Brand New Day” from 
the musical “The Wiz.” 

The illusion prop is a bare two-story box frame. A 
fireman's pole is situated in the middle and a curtain 
covers the top portion of the prop. 

Stairs rise up to the second floor in the box, where 
all the action takes place. As the song builds to a 
conclusion, Copperfield disappears behind the curtains 
with the two assistants. 

After the stairs are taken away, the curtains are 
dropped and just the two assistants are left. A spotlight 
is shined to the back of the theater where Copperfield 
has magically appeared. 

The only complaints with the show were mincr and 
concerned the late start of the performance because of 
complications with one of the illusions and the theater's 
scheduling of two shows so close together 

People exiting the theater were pushed back by 
people entering the theater 

Overall, the show was an excellent display of the 
fine art of magic and shouldn't be missed if the show 
reappears in the near luture

Graffiti. You've read it. Maybe 
you've wnitten it. Like exposure to 
the sun, exposure to graffiti seems 
inescapable. 

People have been writing on 
walls, doors, and virtually all other 
surfaces for more than 2000 years. 
Festus of ancient Pompeii, 1000 
years ago, scrawled “Festus hic fui- 
tuit cum Sodalibus,” which means 
“This is the spot where Festus made 
it with Sodalibus.” 

Graffiti is everywhere —- from 
the walls of ancient Rome, to the 
Tower of London, to the subways of 
New York City. 

And don’t leave out CSUS 
graffiti may not be a high art form 
here, but it still has an impact. 

It is on the bathroom wall that 
graffiti has risen to its greatest 
heights (or sunk to its lowest 
depth.) “Just as sex and our bodily 
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functions seem to inspire the bulk of 
the world’s graffiti, so the lavatory 
appears to be the place where we are 
most often inspired,’ writes graffiti 
collector Roger Kilroy 

Durnng the Vietnam era, the 
inscriptions in America’s public rest 
rooms were concerned mainly with 
politics, philosophy and social aware- 
ness. Today, in the wake of the 
“Reagan magic,” any mention of 
altruism or social CONSCIOUSNESS 
seems to be taking a back seat to 
statements of sexual paranoia and 
intolerance for alternate lifestyles 

The ‘70s classic, “Why change 
Dicks in the middle of a screw? Vote 
for Nixon in '72,” has given way to 
the obviously less I:terate “Fuck all 
homos.”’ 

Public toilets on this campus are 
surprisingly bare of writings. Much 
of the graffiti that is present shows 
limited creativity and little interest 
in foreign policy. The majority of 
the inscriptions represent an ongo- 
ing debate concerning sexual pre- 
ferences. 

The stalls in Douglas Hall

Custodians try to scrub away 
graffiti as they find it. If the inscrip 


tons cannot be removed, or have 
been scratched through the paint, 
the workers inform the work order 
control department, which usuall,

While graffi artists might be 
making a social or political state- 
ment, they are also at risk anytime 
they take pen, pencil, or knife to 
public property. 


Police spokesman Carl Perry 
says anyone caught “defacing public 
property” at CSUS will be punished 
in accordance with the California 
Penal Code. The porcelain poets 
may face charges of vandalizing 
property, damage to state property 
and/or malicious mischief.

Racquetball victorious behind women

It takes more than a good all-around effort 
to win a national championship. It takes 
greatness 

The women’s team of the CSUS Racquet- 
bali Club that won the 1986 national cham 
pronship had greatness 

Granted, the men’s team was exceptional 
and CSUS won as a team. But each time the 
women’s team walked on the court, they gave 
a clinic in dominance, systematically routing 
their opponents in every facet of the game 

“The caliber of our women’s team 1s just 
dynamite,” said W \lham Holmes, president of 
the Racquetbail Club. “Last year they did not 
lose a match.” 

Although last year was the first ume the 
club has been the overall intercollegiate 
champions, the women’s team was the nation’s 
best in 1985 also. This year both teams 
entered the World Intercollegiate Racquet- 
ball Championships in Denver, on March 27 
ranked No. | 

The women’s team features Trina Ras- 
mussen from Oregon who is the second- 


ranked woman amateur in the nation. She 1s 
ranked eighth on the professional circus and 
has twice been a member of the U.S. Nationa! 
Team 

Robin Levine, who was a top Junior 
National player in New York, and Kelly Puls 
from Sacramento have also contributed to the 
team as freshmen. Returnee Lisa Anthony 
rounds out the women’s team 

In addition to this wealth of talent, the 
Racquetball Club is guided by Ed Martn 
who 1s 10 hus fifth year as coach of the US 
National Team as well, Martin receives ne 
salary for coaching the CSUS club 

“T wanted to locally establish a good rac- 
quetball program.” said Martin, who gradu 
tated from CSUS in 1971. “Sacramento 1s a 
real hotbed for racquetball. There are more 
clubs here (12) per capita than anywhere else 
I can think of, so there's a lot of good play 
here.” 

The majority of the club’s support comes 
from the Friends of Sacramento Racquetball, 
a local booster club consisting of businessmen 
and CSUS alumm. The booster club began 
with the idea of offering scholarships to rnake 
CSUS a national contender and have spon- 


sored fundransers to help with travel expenses 

‘What we have tsa group of 15-20 people 
and we pay for all of (the team’s) tution and 
their books,” Martin said. “We have a $32,000 
budget and eight players on schoiarships. | 
don’t think a lot of these kids would be able to 
go to school in Sacramento if they didn’t 
receive the scholarships.” 

The scholarships helped bring Rasmussen 
and Michael Bronfeld, the club’s top male 
player, to CSUS, and scholarships and the 
business school’s reputation were determin 
ing factors in Levine's decision to play for the 
Hornets. Levine was offered an academic 
scholarship from Marist Coliege in New York 
and 4 music scholarship in trombone from the 
University of Mississipp 

The Racquetball Club also receives some 
support from the university, which rem 
burses them for regional and nawonal tour- 
naments according to Holmes 

“They have indicated that they are going 
to give us some money,” he said. “I am very 
happy about that. It's nice to see us get some 
support. (Intramurals Director) Lloyd Crable 
has really helped.” 

“The (repeal of the) fee increase hurt us,” 


Holmes said. “We unders:ood that sports 
clubs were going to get financing. Right now 
we have no money.” 

Holmes added that ae would like to see 
racquetball at CSUS receive funding from the 
university like it does at UC Berkeley or Stan- 
ford, which would allow the club to hire a 
coach full ume
